The approximate vote was 470 in 
favor and 60 against. 

Wito tentative arrangements and 
d.scussion under way tor | some 
months, the petition presently goes 
before the provincial legisiature pre 
sumably to be incorporated in a, bill 
to be brought up during the coming 
session. After that a committee rep- 
resenting farmers of the block will 
meet railway company officials to 
perfect an agreement which is now 
in draft form. 


Supplying what in recent years hag 
been classed as one of the drier 
areas of the province, the irrigation 
project represents an investment of 
millions. In constructing it more 
earth was moved than in building the 
Panama canal, 

Owing to the fact that a majority 
of tenants of the east block are 
agreement holders and not owners, 
the matter must go before the legis- 
lature as a petition to be drafted in 
turn ag an enabling bill to permit 
completion of the proposal. 


THE WEEK AT OTTAWA

Monday was lawyers’ day in the 
House: Phe- 
that the B.N.A. Act should be over 
hauled as there had been many 
changes since 1867, Others agreed 
also that the British Parliament 
would make minor changes on the 
request of this Parliament but that 
all the Provinces would need to agree 
in order to get any major changes 
made.

(interest on this must be pald by the 
;taxpayers. In 1926 and 1928 the earn- 
ings of the C.N.R. covered the inter- 
est due the public on these Bonds, 
but in every other year the deficit 
was paid by the Government, Last 
year it was 63 millon, 

The fiery feature of the day was

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CONGRATULATIONS TO YOUNGSTOWN 


More than a score of years ago when William Mackenzie 
and Dan Mann were pushing the Canadian Northern Railway 
southwestward from Saskatoon to Calgary, the town of 
Youngstown came into being in Alberta, not far from the Sask- 
atchewan border. Those were the homestead days and the 
country around Youngstown was closely settled by land seek- 
ers from all over the world. 

Successive years of drouth relieved by only an occasional 
wet year wrought havoc with the settlers. Gradually their 
ranks were thinned and the country lost population heavily. 
Of course the town suffered heavily in the process. 

But with all its troubles from drouth and departing farmers 
Youngstown has caretully maintained its civic finances in good 
shape and the last issue of The Youngstown Plaindealer: “AN 
through the vears of the depression this town has never missed 
paying the principal and interest on its debentures, issued 
twenty vears ago for the building of its sidewalks and the pur- 
chase of fire fighting equipment, and today owes only $420 on 
this account which the present vear will see wiped out entire- 
ly.” 
~ Purthermore Youngstown has in the bank in current ac- 
count and reserve more than 35500 which has been maintained 
during the vear and which was got without borrowing. A sur- 
plus of more than $17,600 is shown outside of the amount 


allowed for town property.

A yitt has arisen in the committee appointed to negotiate 
with the Canadian Pacific Railway with regard to the taking 
over of the Eastern Irrigation project. As a result a ‘Settlers 
Protective Association” has been formed. This association asks 
that the C.P.R. go further in the deal than originally the com- 
pany was asked to go. 

The new proposal is for the company to run the land and 
irrigation works over the settlers without compensation, to 
ive the settlers $170,000 for operating expenses a year, and 
also to supply water along the main canals and operate the 
Bassano dam for a period of five years. 

If the company is willing to grant these concessions it will 
be a fine thing for the settlers and entire irrigation project. 
The committee should have thoroughly canvassed the situa- 
tion prior to making its original demands. Maybe it did. We do 
not know. 

But one thing should be aimed at and that is measure of 
unanimity. It is a matter of historic knowledge that such enter- 
prises as this which the settlers of the eastern block propose 
to launch upon are more cursed with internal dissension than 
anything else. If anything tangible is to be accomplished this 
is the weakness that must be guarded against. 


A CHANGED GOVERNMENT ATTITUDE 


In past depressions the great majority of the unemployed 
got along as best as they could. There was no great issuance 
of unemployed relief by governments, no camps for the work- 
less and very little recognition of a social duty to thes unfort- 
unates. 

The current depression saw governments launched into var- 
ious schemes for taking care of the unemployed, on a vast 
scale. Canada’s relief bill has been running into many mill- 
ions—$100,000,000 a year is the latest estimate we have seen. 
Before the war the federal government of Canada spent only 
about $125,000,000 a year for all purposes. 

Recently Premier Bennett said that portion of this coun- 
try’s population fortunate enough to possess a fair share of 
wealth would have to contribute more to the less fortunate. If 
this were done, he said, communism or socialism would pre- 
vail in Canada. 

Altogether it would seem that, unless some other method 
is provided, a fairer distribution of wealth will come about 
through government regulation. More and more governments 
of many world nations are aiming at this objective. 

Truly the doctrine of laissez faire seems dead and buried. 
If some of us live long enough we may yet see the dawn of the 
millenium.

_ This case has occupied such an important place in the atten- 
tion of the people of Alberta, it would have been much more 
satisfactory had their been unanimity of judgment. Now the 
case will likely go before a higher tribunal for another adjud- 
ication. 

Disagreement in the higher courts particularly tends to 
lessen popular respect for the law courts. Possibly a clarifica- 
tion of such laws as those governing this particular case is 
long past due.

BASSANO MUNICIPAL 
HOSPITAL DISTRICT 


In consequence of an amendment to the Municipal 
Hospitals Act and new rulings by the Hospital Board, 
the following rules will apply from January 1st, 1933: 


1. Any ratepayer whose tax for Hospital purposes does 
not amount to six dollars will be required to pay the 
difference between such tax and the sum of six 
dollars to the secretary-treasurer before the 15th 
DAY OF FEBRUARY in each year, failing which he 
will not be entitled to the dollar per day rate for the 
entire year. 


2. Any resident non-ratepayer desiring the privilege of 
the ratepayer’s dollar per day rate must pay the sum 
of six dollars to the secretary-treasurer before the 


15th DAY OF FEBRUARY in each year. 


Any limited company or partnership which main- 
tains a business within the Hospital District may ap- 
point, in writing, its duly authorized representative 
to receive the ratepayer’s privilege providing its tax 
for Hospital purposes amounts to the sum of six 
dollars or makes up such tax to the sum of six dollars 
to the secretary-treasurer before the 15th DAY OF 
FEBRUARY in each year. 


Any person moving into the Hospital District within 
any calendar year may, upon proving three months’ 
residence and upon payment of the fee of six dollars 
within one month thereafter be entitled to the 
dollar a day rate for the remainder of that year. 


Any person claiming admission as a ratepayer must 
produce his most recent tax notice or his receipt 
from the secretary-treasurer as aforesaid, 
spection; otherwise the Hospital Board reserves the 
right of refusing such person the ratepayers’ privil- 
ege of the dollar a day rate. 


7. Every resident of the District coming under rules 
No. 1 and No. 2 must be a CONTINUOUS HOS- 
PITAL SUPPORTER and those omitting to pay the 
premium in any year or years will not be eligible 
for the minimum rate until all arrears of premiums 
have been paid.
